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The three children of Mr Col YER of Dun- 
dale, one of a year and a half, another of 
three years, and the other of four years old, 
were, on the tenth of February 1790, inocu- 
lated by me with matter from a woman on the 
fifteenth day after the eruption of the natural 
ſmallpox, and who was extremely full of the 
diſtinct ſort. 

The inciſions on the arms inflamed pro- 
perly, and on the ſeventh or eighth day they 
began to have the common febrile ſymptoms 
in a moderate degree. Satisfied that they had 
the diſeaſe effectually, and that they would 
get through it ſafely, I did not, as they lived 
at ſome diſtance in the country, ſee them any 
I was informed, however, that the 
eldeſt and the youngeſt had a few eruptions, 
and the other a conſiderable number, which 
thoſe who were about the children ſaid had 


every appearance of true variolous puſtules. 


% About one month from the time of the 


inoculation, the eldeſt of the children became 
= very 
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very feveriſh, and after a few days had an e- 


ruption of puſtules, which I ſaw the ſeventh 


day of the eruption, and found to be, beyond 
the poſſibility of a doubt, the ſmallpox. The 
child was very full of the diſtinct kind, but 
the diſeaſe terminated favourably. 

« Fight days from the attack of the eldeſt, 
one of the others became ill, and had the 
ſmallpox alſo, but in a milder degree. 

« And eight days from the attack of the ſe- 


cond, the third was affected in the fame man- 


ner; it had not ſo many as either of the 
others, but they were molt evidently the true 
ſmallpox. 

% The mother informed me, that ſome time 
after the eldeſt had recovered from the ino- 
culation, he met a child very full of the 
ſmallpox, from whom ſhe ſuppoſes, as indeed 
is moſt probable, the ſecond diſeaſe was caught. 
* About the latter end of September all theſe 
children caught the chicken-pox : aiter a ſlight 
fever of two days, watery eruptions made their

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e appearance; theſe continued about two days, 
«© never more than three, then icabbed over, 


& and ſoon became well *.“ 
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In March 1784, a general inoculation took 
“ place at Arlingham in this county. I inocu- 
« lated ſeveral patients with active variolous mat- 
&« ter, all of whom had the diſeaſe in a favour- 
& able way; but my matter being all uſed, and 
e not being able to procure any more in the 
e ſtate I wiſhed, I was under the neceſſity of 
„ taking it from a puſtule, which experience has 
& ſince proved was too far advanced to anſwer 
« the purpoſe I intended. Of five perſons ino- 
& culated with this laſt matter, four took the 
e ſmallpox afterwards in the natural way; one 
« of whom died, 

Inflammation in every caſe took place in the 
& arm, and fever came on with a conſiderable 
“degree of pain in the axilla, In ſome of their 
arms the inflammation and ſuppuration were
